Despite greatly increased Japa­ 
nese pressure all along the south 
Shantung battlefront and contin­ 
ued heavy fighting, relative posi­ 
tions were unchanged except at 
Hslaowang.

London, April 26 (ZP)—Great Brit­ 
ain hiked her income tax to a stag­ 
gering 27 
per cent today to help 
balance a gun-swollen budget that 
is the biggest In peacetime history. 
Vast, secret food 
purchases 
to 
feed Britain’s people for the “early 
months’’ of a war were disclosed 
by Sir John Simon, chancellor of 
the exchequer, who announced to 
the house of commons that the gov­ 
ernment needs 944,389,000 pounds 
($4,721,990,000) for the year ending 
March 31, 1939. 
Peak Next Year 
The gap between arms expenses 
and expet ted income is to be filled 
by the 2Vi per cent income tax 
increase, which won’t hit the little 
fellow, and by tea and oil duty 
boosts which will. 
Sir John, who declared "the load 
we have to bear” will be carried 
with 
the “dogged 
determination 
and dauntless courage of the Brit­ 
ish race,” warned that the peak 
year of defense expenditures would 
not be reached until next year, pos­ 
sibly the year after. 
The income tax of five shillings 
sixpence to the pound ($1,375 per 
$5.00) becomes the highest in 17 
years, ainee the 1921-1922 peak of 
six shillings of the pound, or 30 
per cent. 
Total government needs were set 
at 81.600,000 pounds ($407,500,000) 
over last year. 
In Armament Race 
The budget did not 
cover 
the 
whole of the huge arms bill, th* 
five-year coet of which originally 
was «et ai $7,500,900,OO*, and later 
estimated unofficially at $11,250,- 
000,000. It provided for $1,226,250,- 
OOO for armaments expenditures, 
but left out an extra $460,000,000 
which Is to be borrowed. 
As it presented the budget, the 
government tried vainly to silence 
commons critics of the air rearma­ 
ment lag by promising “maximum 
production” from all factories that 
can be turned to 
plane 
making 
within two years. 
After a brief opposition attack, 
charging that the budget was not 
balanced, commons adopted resolu­ 
tions implementing the tea, oil aud 
income tax increases. 
Clement A. Attlee. leader of the 
labor opposition, declared that “In 
the foreign policy on 
which 
we 
have now embarked, there is no 
question of disarmament or secur­ 
ing security—we are entering on 
a race in armaments in a world of 
armed anarchy.”

bodied in a new bill. 
The 
revenue 
measure, which 
carries out 
some administration 
tax Ideas and some proposals ad­ 
vanced by business spokesmen, is 
expected to raise the $5,330,000,- 
000 asked by the treasurer. 
Members 
said estimated reve­ 
nue was increased to this figure 
when the conference group voted 
to retain a 
house-approved 
in­ 
crease of 25 cents in the gallonage 
tax on hard liquor.

Corn probably originated in 
southern 
Mexico, Central 
America, 
or 
northern 
South America. 
It was not known to the 
rest of the world before the discovery of 
America. 
Columbus observed it on 
his 
first voyage to America. 
He referred to 
it as “corn,” a word which, at that time 
and during Biblical times, meant grain in 
general. 
In 14 98 Columbus referred 
to 
Haitian cornfields eighteen 
miles 
long. 
The Scandinavian records refer 
to 
self­ 
grown cornfields seen in America by 
the 
Northmen. However, corn has never been 
found in a wild state, and the origin 
re­ 
mains a mystery. 
The Spaniards did not like 
the 
taste 
of corn, having been accustomed to wheat 
The Indians were more deeply impressed 
They worshipped the cereal and 
offered 
sacrifice to it. 
Worship of a cereal might 
seem strange to people of today, 
but 
it 
should be remembered that the lives of 
the Indians centered around the success 
of the corn crop. 
Such worship was un­ 
doubtedly due to the human instinct for 
survival. 
When English 
colonists 
settled 
the 
American coast, the importance of 
corn 
was quickly recognized. Wheat had failed 
the Massachusetts and Jamestown colon­ 
ies, and It was corn that saved the early 
settlers from their first 
hard 
winters. 
Captain John Smith required every fumily 
under his leadership to plant corn. Aside 
from helping to prevent starvation, corn 
afforded a commodity of 
exchange 
for 
goods which the colonies could not pro­ 
duce. 
Aside from tile intrinsic value of corn, 
perhaps no other crop has added so much 
to the social life of the American people. 
A custom almost as old as corn itself 
is 
that of corn husking. In the early 
fall 
neighbors help each other in the 
after­ 
noon or evening to husk or shuck 
corn. 
The ears of corn are hauled iii 
from 
the 
fields and piled in straight 
or 
circular 
rows about five or six feet high. At the 
appointed hour for assistance, 
farmers 
gather and the contest is on. 
Many 
vie 
for the honor of husking the largest num­ 
ber of ears in an hour. Like darting stars 
the husked ears shoot from 
dozens 
of 
hands, while the teen-age boys have their 
fun storing away the shucks. 
When the 
task is completed, the farmer’s wife and 
several of lier friends spread ail appetiz­ 
ing repast. 
The meal is usually followed 
by a dance or some other entertainment. 
Mechanical innovations have lessened the 
number of corn huskings, but the custom 
still prevails in many localities. 
The na­ 
tion's billion-dollar agricultural 
provides food and fun.

Washington, D. C. — Military intelli 
genre experts have expressed the opinion 
that today there are more spies active in 
the world than at any previous time, not 
excepting the period of the World War 
Most of them are busy in Europe but by 
no means all. The secret 
network 
ex­ 
tends all over the world, and in addition 
to those who are active there is an un­ 
known number in prison imcommunicado 
Some nations shoot spies at any time, and 
all nations at war do so. It is one of tho 
oldest articles of the military code. The 
more civilized states merely give 
spies 
long sentences to keep them out of mis­ 
chief and so that they may know where 
they are. 
According to Richard Wilmar Rowan, 
one of the world’s closest students of the 
science and practice of espionage, 
that 
type of activity has been going on for at 
least 33 centuries. 
One of the early spies, 
and certainly one of the most famous of 
all time, was Delilah, who was in the pay 
of the Philistines when she cut off the 
hair of Samson, bereaving 
him 
of 
the 
mighty strength that overcame compaa 
lea of enemies. 
But that single action, 
one which stands alone in the minds of 
probably most people, was not the whole 
tale of her espionage. 
She worked for 
quite a period as a spy and harbored oth­ 
er spies in her house as told in the Book 
of Judges. 
One remarkable Job she per­ 
formed was the locating of a large force 
of the enemies of her employers. 
She 
communicated the information 
and was 
rewarded with HOO pieces of silver. 
Spies are of two characters, exactly op­ 
posite. 
Some of them are patriots of the 
first water, often men of rank and wealth 
who desire to risk everything in the serv­ 
ice of their countries. 
The other group 
is made up of mercenaries, men who are 
not at all urged to the service by feelings 
of patriotism, but who seek the high pay 
which usually goes with the trade. 
They 
do not care what country they work for 
so long as they receive their pay. 
Indeed 
there have been innumberable Instances 
in which the same individual has spied 
for two or more belligerents at the same 
time. 
Returning to headquarters with in­ 
formation he has gained, a spy will often 
be given short leave for a rest from his 
dangers. 
He employs this by obtaining as 
much information as he can 
concerning 
what is going on behind the lines of that 
employer. 
When he is sent out again, he 
reports that to the opposing headquarters 
and keeps this up until he 
is 
caught. 
Sooner or later he usually Is caught and 
both sides are glad to see him summarily 
executed, when they learn the facts.

It is an odd thing that throughout most 
of history and in 
most countries 
spies 
have been looked down upon despite their 
services. 
That has not invariably been 
so. 
In France in the Elizabethan 
Era, 
persons highly placed iu the French Gov­ 
ernment respected real spies of the pat­ 
riotic sort. 
There is the tale of the man 
brought before the Due d’Epernon 
who 
was shown to be an English spy. 
AQer 
making sure of this the Due said that, at 
first he thought he was a thief and 
had 
intended to have him whipped “ until he 
went spinning like a top.” “ But now I 
see.” he said, “that you are really an hon­ 
est spy. 
Here are two gold pieces for 
you.” 
When the famous German spy Lody fin­ 
ally was taken and sentenced to be shot,

ago, an emissary of the W hite House, 
a 
large Philadelphia drug manufacturer, a 
New Dealish publisher and Senator Robert 
M. La Follette, Jr., of 
Wisconsin,

gathered quietly at the Mayflower Hotel. 
Senator La Follette was there as the best 
congressional defender of the President’s 
spending program; 
the 
W hite 
House 
emissary was there as one of 
the 
pro­ 
gram’s chief sponsors in 
the 
executive 
branch; and the other 
two 
men 
were 
there to be convinced. 
The, object of the meeting was to per­ 
suade the publisher and the drug manu­ 
facturer to get a mass indorsement of the 
spending program 
from 
business 
men 
friendly to the New Deal. A simultaneous 
indorsement of the wage-hour 
bill 
was 
also desired, but the 
spending 
program 
came first. 
As yet, the meeting has not come 
to 
much. 
The example of the other business 
men who followed Thomas W. LaMont and 
John L. Lewis Into the White House and 
got nothing for their pains except the run­ 
around was too present in the mind of th | 
drug manufacturer. 
He asked pointedly 
how on earth he could be 
expected 
to 
rally his business friends to the New Deal 
standard when the White House business 
conferences of the winter were still 
re­ 
membered. 
Nevertheless, the meeting at the May­ 
flower was a significant one. It indicated 
how fearful the White House 
and 
its 
friends now are of another shellacking on 
the hill. 
THE OLD GANG 
At first glance, the situation in Con­ 
gress scarcely seems to justify the nerv­ 
ousness of the New Dealers. 
The wage- 
hour bill appears to be tied up in as many 
knots as ever, but no strong opposition 
to the spending program has materialized 
to date. 
Ten days have passed since the 
program’s disclosure, and the law-makers 
are still repeating, like their constituents, 
that “we tried it before, and it probably 
won’t do any good, but, if the President 
wants it, we may as well let him 
have 
it.” 
Beneath the surface, however, 
there 
are signs. 
The officers of the senatorial 
battalion of death, the men 
whom 
the 
President most fears, have met and laid 
tentative plans. 
Senator Byrd of 
Vir­ 
ginia, Senator Wheeler of Montana. Sen­ 
ator Gerry of 
Rhode 
Island, 
Senator 
Bailey of North Carolina, Senator Vanden­ 
berg of Michigan, and Senator Borah of 
Idaho have pretty well agreed to lead 
a 
fight for ear-marking of the Public Works 
Fund. 
They have decided that It is hopeless to 
try to oppose spending per se, and some 
of them, like Senator Wheeler, 
do 
not 
want to do so. They rightly consider the 
request for a new Public Works Fund as 
the heart of the spending program, 
and 
they are especially apprehensive that the 
fund will be used to rebuild the 
Presi­ 
dent’s strength in strategic places. Thus 
their resort to the 
ear-marking 
which 
many conservatives have advocated. 
BUTTON. BUTTON 
Soon a series of regular meetings of the 
anti-administration leaders 
will 
begin. 
Senator Byrd has already been recognized 
as the general of the forces, and he 
can 
be counted on to fight a pretty relentless 
campaign. 
Senator Gerry will play 
the 
part of whip, just as he did in the court 
bill and reorganization fights. 
And, once 
more, the Republicans have agreed to lie 
as low as possible. 
So much for the plans. 
They are 
all 
tentative, of course, and may collapse any 
day under the pressure of oncoming pri­ 
maries. 
Yet their existence suggests that 
there may be trouble ahead for the Presi­ 
dent. 
For him. ear-marking of 
the 
Public 
Works Fund would be a gallingly bitter 
pill. 
In the first place, his economic ad­ 
visers believe that a fund wrongly spent 
will do no good. And, in the second, there 
can be no doubt that the President and his 
aides hope for some political good effects 
from their spending. 
Luckily 
for 
the 
President, however, he has one good de­ 
fense against ear-marking, which is 
the 
difficulty of knowing how to ear-mark. 
At the moment, the opposition' senators 
are searching for an ear-marking formula 
much in the frantic, haphazard manner of 
children playing “button, button, who’s ™ 
got the button?” The shout of “ Pork Bar­ 
rel” is too much feared to permit 
ear­ 
marking by projects, and 
all 
formulas 
thus far devised 
for 
ear-marking 
by 
classes of projects ale either too 
vague 
or too objectionable to 
some 
powerful 
group. 
If a formula can be discovered, it is not 
a bad prediction that the opposition sen­ 
ators will win. 
And if no formula is dis­ 
covered, it is not unlikely that there will 
be riders to the Public Works Bill, 
for­ 
bidding the expenditure of more than IO 
per cent of the money in any state 
and 
annoying the President in other ways.

Michigan. 
The Kidd youth used 
the name of an older brother, Ste­ 
phen, now deceased, in applying 
for a passport to leave this coun­ 
try.

Just a year ago General Franco 
Issued his first decree of unlfca- 
tion. At the same tim e he made 
the 26 points of the Spanish Fas­ 
cists. called Falangists, the basis 
of his new state. He has just reit­ 
erated his adherence to this pro­ 
gram. 
Let us examine som e of these 
points. 
I. The interests of Spain super 
sede those of the individual. 
This is another way of saying 
that the state is not 
made 
for 
man but man is 
made 
for 
the 
state. 
3. Spain m ost be a unit. Separa­ 
tism is aa unforgivable crime. 
This provision condemns Spain 
to an unending series of 
revolu­ 
tions in the Basque provinces and 
Catalonia. For centuries the

of autonomy has dominated 
the 
Basques and 
Catalonians. 
They 
have their own history, language 
and culture and will not 
accept 
complete identification 
with

totalitarian state. 
6 We want a totalitarian state 
without political 
parties, 
inor­ 
ganic suffrage, 
political 
battles 
or parliament. 
This means that the people can 
have no part in their government. 
9. Spain is to be considered 
a 
gigantic syndicate of 
producers* 
We will organize the state on a 
corporative baals by a ‘system of 
vertical production syndicates. 
10. We repudiate the capitalist 
system, since 
this 
ignores 
the 
needs of the people, dehumanizes 
the institution of private 
prop­ 
erty and drives the workers into 
an ignorant mass subject to m is­ 
ery and desperation. 
Moscow provided the 
inspire 
tion for 
these 
two 
provisions. 
They 
sound 
much 
m ore 
like 
Communism than 
Fascism 
and 
prove again that there 
is 
little 
fundamental difference 
between 
totalitarian states, w hether

The turnover of 444,730 shares 
compared with 395,880 yesterday 
and, In view of the continued apa­ 
thy, most analysts attached no 
great Importance to the drifting 
trend. The Associated Press aver­ 
age of 60 stocks was off .6 of a 
point at 39.2, duplicating Mon­ 
day’s decline. 
The market had little to go on 
In the way of real stimulating 
nears and brokers found the ma­ 
jority of their customers inclined 
to restrict commitments pending 
the monopoly message which the 
president was expected to deliver 
to congress before Friday. 
While Chairman Jesse Jones of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
was quoted as observing signs of 
a business pickup by this summer 
or fall, it was not overlooked that 
the first 162 companies to report 
earnings for the March quarter 
disclosed an aggregate drop of 41 
percent from the comparable 1937 
period.

At Conservation 
s Department 


With the deadline for tagging 
of bearer passed, 180 pelts of the 
valuable animal were registered 
at the local district headquarters 
of the Michigan conservation de­ 
partment, it was learned yester­ 
day from Clare Farwell, district 
supervisor. 
The number of pelts registered. 
or sealed, is no indication as to 
the number taken in Delta and 
Menominee counties, however, in­ 
asmuch as any beaver caught in 
the state may be tagged at any 
conservation 
department 
head­ 
quarters. 
Farwell 
pointed out 
that many persona from the south 
end of Marquette and east end of 
Dickinson county brought their 
animala to this headquarters for 
tags. 
Forty-six licenses were issued 
here. 
Each license costs $2 and 
every animal tagged costs $1. 
This year the season opened on 
April I and closed April 15.

with the fellow lagging nearest 
the line winning the No. I shot. 
Dubs. Contraction of the word 
“double." The act of hitting two 
or more marbles from the ring 
with a single shot. It Is one of the 
prettiest plays. 
Lofting Requires Skill 
Lofting. 
Requires skill to be 
done effectively. 
It is the act of 
shooting in an arch through the 
air to hit a marble. 
Knuckling Down. This is tough 
on the player, especially if the 
back of his shooting hand is ten­ 
der. 
It consists of resting one or 
more knuckles on the ground in 
the act of shooting. 
Hunching. 
This is the act of 
moving the hand forward across 
the ring line when shooting from 
the ring line, or forward from the 
point where the shooter came to 
rest when shooting inside the ring. 
It means taking an unfair advan­ 
tage and, of course, is not allowed. 
Heists. 
The act of raising the 
hand from 
the 
ground 
when 
shooting, particularly after 
the 
other fellow insists on knuckling 
down. 
Heists also is forbidden. 
Roundsters Profitable

Permitted only at 
start of each game. 
It 
is 
the 
privilege of taking a different po­ 
sition on the rlhg line for shoot­ 
ing. or on a turn after your shoot­ 
er has passed from the ring. 
Kill. 
Consists of knocking 
a 
rival’s shooter from the ring and 
claiming all the marbles. 
Playing for Fair. This means 
the exact opposite of playing for 
keeps. 
So when you are playing 
for fair as you will be in the tour­ 
nament, marbles are returned to 
their rightful owners at the end 
of each game.
